(uv i Wyas TOTCHER, #605) 
“Anyond who bas lived in Hongkong for | 
a fow' years must havo-noticed this pisnt 
at the time’ of tho Chinese Now ‘Year, as 
is Gawked about tho. streets in thousands:

amongst the natives 25 the Shui Sin Fah, | 
and by the-Europeans as tho Chines New!

be a very difficult matter to prove that 
such is. the caso, On tho other hand 


it has been cultivated in China for throe or 
four'centuries, Tt has boon suggested that 
:the plant was brought to tho Enet from 
‘Europe by the Dutch, but thore is moro 
probability ‘that it was introduced by the 
Portuguese. Baker, in: his handbook .of 
Aumaryllidcate, to which family the Nurcissus 
belongs, says that the plant extends from, 
the Canary Islands and Portugal, through 
the South of Europe to: Syria, Cashmere, 
China and Japan, 

“ Let. us deal with tho information we 
have been able to collect regarding the ap- 
pearance of the plant in China, © The first 
mention of the Shui Sin Fuh in'Chineso 
bpoks,. according to. statement in the 


“Chih Wah Ming Shih Tu Kno,” publish- 
edrt1848, is in tho “Pon Teso Wui Pien,” 
written by Wang Koo betiveen 1622 and 
1567. 'Thia is corroborated’ to a certain 
extent in the “Pen Tsno Kong Mu,” com- 
piled ‘by Li Shi Chen between 1652 and 
1578, The “Pon Tsao Kong Mu" is 
known as the Grent Chinese Herbal, and in 
it-the author has brought togather as many 
reforences to the plants he mentions as he 
could find in previous works. 
these earlier works woro compiled B. 0., 
and it in tated that Li Shi Chen consulted 
no Tess than eight hundred of them. 

‘This is what Li Shi Chen says about tho 
Shai Sin Fah.“ “Gold cup and Silver 
staid (flowers). They are suitable for 
dninp places aud must not be allowed to be 
in want of water; henco comes the name 
Shui Sin (literally *twater fairy"). Such 
is the nature of the Gold eup and Silver 
stand flowers.” Then follow the remarks 
of Wang Kee, taken from. the “Pen Tso 
Wui Pien,” as follows :—‘Tho leaves 
(bulbs?) of the Shui Sin Fah resomble 
gurli¢ bulbs and the flowers emit a slight 
feagrance.

Now, .o have given pretty conclusive 
ovidenco that the plant is not a native of 
China, but only naturalised and cultivated 
there. Therefore, the plant is nota native 
of Japan. Assiming that tho’ plant is's 
native of Cashmere, (wo have not-been ablo 
to ascertain. whethor it really is so, in cor- 
-roboration of Baker's statement previously 
mentioned) it has to get to Japan by coming 
across the intervening countries. It is oul 
reasonable: therefore ‘to: suppose... that it 
would be meb-with somewhere on the way}; 
hut so far no botanical collector hag re- 
corded it-from:quywhere in tho interior of 
China. 

‘Thon the question is :—How did it roach 
China ond Japan, and tas it introduced from 
the south of Europe, Syria or Cashmere ? 
We think. thoro is no doubt that the plant 
was introduced into China from Portugal, 
by the Portuguese, enrly inthe 16th century 
for the following reasons. “No montion is 
made of itin any Chincso Herbal previous 
to. the 16th century, although there oro 
numerous books of this kind previpus to 
that time.

REFUSED A. LANDING, 


On board the Japaneso mail steamer’ 


Kumano Maru, which returned tu Sydney 
recontly from Moelboyrno on its voyage to 
tho East, wasa Chinese passengor—a youth 
named Willie Lee Hook—who waa refused 
a landing at Melbourne under the Com- 
monwealth Restriction Act. The Chinese 
joined the Kumano Maru at Hongkong, 
his passage boing paid to Melbourne. On 
arrival there the Customs authorities block- 
ed his landing, although it was pointed out 
that he was born in Victorio. Ah Young, 
unclo of the youth, stated in an afifdavit 
that the boy was born at Yarrawonga (Vic,) 
about 11 years ago, The boy went to China, 
where he remained till he accompanied 
hia uncle back on the present voyage to 
Australia. When the Kumano Maru 
arrived at Melbourne, tho Ind’s birth cer- 
tificate was produced to tho officers of the 
Commonwealth Departmout of Extornal 
Affiivi, but the officers woro not: satisted 
that the lad on tho steamer was the poxson 
referred to. A dictutlon test was applied, 
Willie Leo Hook falled to pass tho test, 
and was declared to be a prohibited im- 
migrant. The matter was brought before 
tho Court, counsel for the applicant stat- 
ing that a writ had boen sorved ‘porsonally 
on Captain Matheson, who had, ‘howover, 
taken both writ and boy away on “Ma ship 
to Byduoy. 

Captain Matheson oxplains that tho writ 
was'riot served on him until ‘the ship was 
| proceeding down Hobion'a: Bay. - Tu: was 

in, too Jote ‘to turn ‘back: Under tho 
circumstances ho could do nothing moro 
than bring’ the boy back to Sydney,"as the 
ship’ was ‘responsible for his safe keepin 
to the extent of £100 under tho Alien Im- 
migration Act. 

The agonte for the mail’steaner, Messra 
Burns, Philp and Co., ware later advised 
from Melbourne that the. Federal Customs 
Department had arranged for tho return 
of the Chineso ‘passengir to Melbourne, 
and ‘he wilt leave. here by the stonmer 
Kyarra to- day.
